Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report 
of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1908. 

Population. — I  have  decided  for  this  year  to  continue  for 
statistical  purposes  the  estimate  for  1907  viz  6,530,  though 
the  births  exceeded  the  deaths  by  8. 

Birth-rate. — The  births  have  been  93,  viz  : — 41  males  and 
52  females,  or  at  the  rate  of  127  per  1,000  living  per  annum  as 
compared  with  1 7 •  76  per  thousand  living  per  annum  in  1907. 

1  he  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period 
is  given  by  the  Registrar-General  as  26-5. 

Death-rate. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as  having 
occurred  duiiug  the  year  is  85,  viz.: — 37  males  and  48  females,  or 
at  the  rate  of  13.01  per  1,000  living  per  annum,  as  compared  with 
16.69  Per  1000  living  in  1907,  showing  a  decrease  of  24  in  the 
number  of  deaths  for  the  year  as  compared  with  1907,  or  deduc- 
ting  5  which  occuired  in  public  institutions  outside  the  District, 
a  decrease  of  19. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period 
is  given  by  the  Registrar-General  as  14.7.  This  is  the  lowest  on 
record.

1  he  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  were  at  the  rate  of 
12-04  Per  cent  of  the  total  deaths,  and  at  the  rate  of  107-52  per 
thousand  births  registered  showing  a  marked  decrease  in  the 
infantile  mortality.  This  decrease  is  in  part  due  to  the  diminished 
birth-rate  and  to  the  fact  that  there  were  only  3  deaths  from 
premature  births  as  compared  with  10  in  1907. 

I  he  infantile  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  was  12: 
per  1,000  births  registered. 


The  deaths  of  people  65  years  and  upwards  were  31,  or  at 
the  rate  of  36’47  per  cent  of  total  deaths,  of  these  14  were  over 
70,  and  7  over  80  years  of  age. 

Causes  of  Death. — Pulmonary  diseases  including  Phthisis, 
accounted  for  13  deaths  giving  a  total  death-rate  of  diseases 
affecting  the  respiratory  organs  15-29  per  cent  of  total  deaths,  of 
these  7  were  due  to  Phthisis,  giving  a  Phthisis  death-rate  of  1-07 
per  1,000  living  per  annum,  being  one  more  titan  last  year.  The 
other  6  due  to  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  give  a  respiratory 
death-rate  of  -gi  per  1,000  living  per  annum.  This  is  just  of 
last  year. 

Zymotic  Diseases — caused  2  deaths  both  from  Diphtheria, 
giving  a  Zymotic  death-rate  of  -3  per  1,000  living  per  annum. 
14  deaths  were  due  to  Cancer,  giving  a  death-rate  of  2-15  per 
r ,000  living  per  annum,  an  increase  on  1907.  9  deaths  were  due 

to  Heart  Disease  giving  a  death-rate  of  1  *37  per  1,000  living  per 
annum. 

Notifications  were  43,  viz.  : — 24  cases  of  Diphtheria,  3  cases 
of  Puerperal  Fever,  in  each  case  following  abortion.  3  cases  due 
to  Enteric  Fever,  6  due  to  Erysipilas,  5  cases  due  to  Scarlatina, 
5  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital.  Diphtheria 
was  prevalent  more  or  less  the  whole  year,  but  most  particularly 
in  February,  but  at  no  time  was  epidemic. 

There  were  a  few  cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 

Ashpits. — The  cleansing  of  the  Ashpits  might  be  more 
frequently  performed,  though  I  have  received  no  complaints. 

Drainage  :  The  Sewerage  Works  have  been  satisfactorily 
managed,  I  have  received  no  complaints. 

Water: — This  has  been  satisfactory,  I  have  received  no 
complaints. 

Bakehouses  and  Slaughter-houses  are  kept  clean  and 
conform  to  the  Regulations. 

Factories  and  Workshops :  —There  are  now  on  the  list  of 
workshops  35  viz.  : — 1  Dressmaker,  2  Tailors,  4  Bakehouses, 
3  Milliners  and  Dressmakers,  10  Joiners,  2  Wheelrights,  2 
Blacksmiths,  2  Plumbers,  1  Roller  Coverer,  6  Bootmakers,  and 
2  Cloggers. 

The  health  of  the  District  for  the  year  has  on  the  whole  been 
good.
